Maintaining the Wall 

The question of separation of church and state con- 
tinues to arise in many places. While we would vigorously 
oppose any interpretation of this principle which would 


> seem to make irreligion the law of the land, we are 


equally concerned about even so-called innocent in- 
vasions, 

One such invasion, attempted no doubt in good faith 
by some, has to do with the public school system and the 
Such funds, it is argued, 
should be used in one way or another not only for public 
education but to benefit religious schools as well. 

Those who advocate such a policy often forget that 
separation of church and state is involved here even 
though the immediate concern is education. The argu- 
ment, of course, is that unless church schools share in 
public funds, patrons of these schools are obliged to sup- 
port both systems, the public and their own. But the 
“double taxation” here is not of necessity but choice. 

Again it is argued that parochial schools reduce to 
some extent the cost of public education. In principle this 
is the argument of the young man who insists on eating 
dinner out but expects dad to subsidize his eating tastes 
on the grounds that he is “saving mom some money.” 
Quite obviously parochial schools reduce the Joad on 
public education. But the fact remains that if parochial 
schools were discontinued, the cost of educating those 
released would be cared for by public funds according to 


» the public school pattern. 


We have heard of no efforts on the part of Protestants 
who conduct parochial schools to find subsidy from public 
school funds. In our judgment, that is commendatory and 


5 right. 


Those concerned about this doctrine of separation of 
church and state have undoubtedly taken notice of the 
ruling of the State Supreme Court of Maine which found 


' that the city of Augusta had no authority to provide 
public transportation for parochial school children. The 


vote was four to two. It is evident that this vote is too 
close for the advocates of separation to sink back in 
complacency. 

The desire to be of help to all and to be kind, especially 
when children are involved, must not be allowed to blind 
our eyes to the deeper and more far-reaching implications 
of hitching state support to church controlled institutions. 


Home Study for Our Readers 


Once again this fall as students return to their class- 
rooms, several thousand will be enrolling in Bible insti- 
tutes and colleges for Bible training.

There is a great urge, and properly so, for better under- 
standing of the Word of God and increased effectiveness 
in Christian service. But the fact remains that of the 
many who are eager for Christian training, only a few can 
enroll for classroom training. 

These are among the basic reasons which have led to 
our presenting a new home-study feature.

Gambling Comes to Church 

Earlier this year a number of Lutheran Church officials 
in the Chicago area joined in speaking against a bill be- 
fore the House Executive Committee of the Illinois State 
Legislature. The purpose of the bill is to legalize bingo 
when conducted by “charitable, religious, educational or 
fraternal” associations for raising funds for such purposes. 
Part of the statement of these ministers reads: “... bad 
legislation can undermine social morality. Good legisla- 
tion, by the same token, can provide the climate wherein 
social morality can thrive and develop.” 

Our endorsement and approval is entirely and heartily 
with these Lutheran pastors. It probably is not necessary 
for us to spell out the sinfulness of gambling for the con- 
stituency of Moopy Montuiy. On the other hand, even a 
partial reminder may help to alert us and make the issue 
apparent. Scriptures like “Thou shalt not covet” (Ex. 
20:17), “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself” (Matt. 
19:19) and “Whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God” 
(I Cor. 10:31) all have their relationship to this subject. 

The gambler covets that which belongs to someone else. 
Just because equally covetous people consent to the ar- 
rangement does not make the practice moral. To try to 
give gambling the aura of respectability and even a cer- 
tain kind of spirituality by church use and blessing is at 
once a sign of the spiritual degeneration and the abysmal 
ignorance of the church. To get something for nothing 
by chance may appeal to some men, but it is nowhere 
blessed in Scripture. To profit at the expense—even the 
slight expense—of others is far from the teaching of the 
Word of God concerning the dignity of labor and a 
proper sense of responsibility. 

To all this evidence may be added the disastrous con- 
sequences which are bound to follow disobedience to 
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God’s command. The failure to support dependents, the 
temptation to steal in order to plunge and make a killing, 
the false philosophy that finds expression in “easy come, 
easy go,” to say nothing of the insidious and possibly 
habit forming effect upon character—these are all poten- 
tials in gambling which add up to show that the practice 
is sinful, both in itself and in its consequences. 


Finding Your Place 

The young woman missionary to Iran was apologizing 
for the delay in getting out her prayer letter. “But i trust 
you pray even without the letters,” she wrote. “For some- 
times the absence of them in itself indicates real prayer 
need.” She then went on to speak of real crises during 
the last three months which had brought greater testing 
than in all her previous years. 

Such need is not unusual. By far the majority of Chris- 
tians here at home recognize at least something of the 
need of those on the mission field. Most of us want to 
be faithful, but we are conscious of falling painfully short. 

Why? Mr. Average Christian knows too little of mis- 
sions—and he knows too much. He knows too little be- 
cause he lacks closeup knowledge of the needs and prob- 
lems of any work. He knows too muck because he is show- 
ered with bits and pieces of information which leave him 
in confusion. Small wonder if he comes to think of mis- 
sions as a job for “experts’—the missionary himself, the 
mission board and perhaps his pastor. 

These bits and pieces all seem to invite support for a 
host of worthwhile projects. He cannot help them all. so 
more often than not he gives when called upon, a few 
dollars here, a few more there. Seldom does he expect to 
give again to a particular work, at least for some little 
time. And then he goes home to pray that God will “bless 
all the missionaries everywhere” without knowing the 
needs of even one. 

Quite obviously the man we have pictured is being 
caught up in a cycle. Scattered bits of information lead to 
scattered giving. And scattered, aimless giving discour- 
ages real partnership in front-line Christian work. 

On the other hand what happens when Mr. Average 
Christian begins to seek God’s will as to the two or five 
or six or eight undertakings in which God would have 
Him share?

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instruments which in many ways can out-perform the 

most amazing equipment in any laboratory. First your ears 
will warn you that your alarm clock is shouting at your bedside. 
Automatically you'll grope in the direction of the clamor, your 
fingers will feel their way to the shut-off lever and there'll be 
silence. 

Now your eyes begin to take over, issuing a bulletin to the effect 
that it is a bright and beautiful morning. A breeze ruffles the 
bedroom curtains and your nose reports that the Murphys across 
the street are brewing their morning coffee. By this time you're 
wide awake, and your mind is checking in all kinds of impressions 
of the world about you. 

How do you receive these impressions? From the sensory sys- 
tem that you take so much for granted. Without this wonderful 
mechanism, no matter how beautiful and intriguing your sur- 
roundings, you would live in a vacuum, completely out of touch 
with everything around you. 

There are considerably more than five senses—more like five 
times five, in fact—but these familiar five account for the major 
portion of the impressions we take in. Thus it is not without 
reason that sight, hearing, touch, taste and smell have been 
called the “windows of the soul.” 

Apart from the revealed truth of the Bible, virtually all of 
the information we have concerning our physical world comes 
to us through our senses. Even most of our store of seemingly 
abstract knowledge is based on bits and pieces of sensory data 
accumulated through the years. 

How good is this information? Can we depend on it for sound 
judgments? Can we trust our eyes, our ears, our sense of touch 
and smell and taste to give us accurate information? Do they 
lert us to all that is going on about us? Or do they tell us only

part of the story? 

These are a few of the absorbing ques- 
tions with which we at the Moody Insti- 
tute of Science have been dealing during 
the last two years. We've eaten and 
worked and slept with just such prob- 
lems as we've put together another gospel 
science film dealing with the senses. We’ve 
observed — and filmed — moving objects 
that seem to stand still. We’ve stacked 
bits of cork in thin air letting them 
rest on “sound” that we could not hear. 
We've filmed the fragrance of a rose. 
Perhaps the strangest experience of all 
from my point of view has been the 
two weeks I spent in a world that was 
completely upside down! 

Month by month, as we’ve worked on 
this new film which we're calling “Win- 
dows of the Soul,” we’ve become more 
and more fascinated with the human 
sensory system, its marvelous fitness for 
its role in human life, its quirks and its 
limitations. We’ve been impressed again 
with the importance of knowing how 
much to expect from our physical senses. 
Let me try to tell you a little about your 
sensory system and what it can do. 


+ ACTUALLY, what takes place when we 
use these senses of ours? First, a receptor 
picks up a signal. Bend over a rose—or 
a piece of limburger cheese—and two 
postage-stamp size patches in your nose 
will go into action. Why? Molecules 
of aromatic substance have quickly 
traveled from the object to your smell 
recep*ors. This they have done by bounc- 
ing from air molecule to air molecule 
in a’ way which enables them to travel 
for great distances. 

When you look at something, you use 


twin cameras—your eyes, of course. Like 
your camera, the pictures they see are 
upside down until your brain very 
handily turns them right side up! The 
retina of your eye is equipped with light 
sensitive cells much like the plate in a 
TV camera. Infinitesimal packets of 
radiant energy called photons reach 
those cells forming image patterns. 

Taste buds in your mouth are chemi- 
cally stimulated by food although the 
delights of delicious flavors result from 
a combination of tasting and smelling. 
Sound waves carried by vibrations of the 
air molecules result in corresponding 
vibrations of the eardrum. 

Each of these sensory receptors is 
connected to the brain by nerves. As the 
receptor is stimulated, weak electrical 
signals, which sound like static when 
they are amplified, are sent to the brain. 
The amazing thing about these electrical 
impulses is that they are the same for 
all the senses. 

In other words, the electrical impulses 
which signal that you have seen a dog 
are the same as those from your ears 
that tell you that he has barked—or 
from your nose which may tell you that 
he has chased a skunk. The difference is 
that the nerve paths from each receptor 
lead to a different part of the brain. 
Here, in what is virtually a computing 
machine of bewildering complexity, the 
barrage of meaningless electrical “pips” 
is unscrambled, all at incredible speed. 

Each of your sensory receptors is 
beautifully designed to enable you to 
live in this world. Your eyes, for example, 
are so sensitive that they can detect 
just a few photons of light—the ultimate 
bundles of light energy, incomprehen-

sibly weak. To be any more sensitive 
would be useless. Your ears are also ex- 
tremely sensitive, capable of hearing the 
tattoo of bouncing air molecules on the 
eardrum. And yet these receptors are 
automatically self-regulating so that 
your eyes can also see in blazing sun- 
light and your ear hear the raucous roar 
of a jet engine. 


+ Burt though our sensory system serves 


us well in a restricted sense, it gives us aj 


very incomplete picture of what takes? 
place in the world around us. Though} 
our bodies are continually immersed inj 


a sea of radiant energies of all types, 
our sense organs respond only to cer- 
tain narrow bands. Thus there is much 
“sound” that our so-called “hi-fi” ears 


cannot hear, and our eyes are practically / 
blind when we consider all the “light”) 


there is to be seen. 


Not only are our senses limited with} 


respect to what they pick up, but even 


the data they do give us can be incor-| 


rectly interpreted and perceived. For ex- 
ample, you can “see stars” from a blow 


on the head. Such a blow puts a signal} 


on thé optic nerve which is interpreted 
as a flash of light, even though you may 
be in total darkness. 

Under certain circumstances, revolv- 
ing disks may appear stationary; things 
that are inverted may appear right side 
up. As any photographer knows, it is 
easy to see a distorted object so that it 
appears normal or a normal object so 
that it appears distorted. 

This principle, incidentally, has pro- 
duced some amazing effects in “Windows 
of the Soul” where we have filmed a 
room so distorted that a person walking 
across it seems to shrink or stretch— 
yet seen from a certain point it appears 
perfectly normal. 


Much of our perception depends on§ 


past experiences. When you look at an 
ordinary object, such as a door or a 
chair, what you “see” is the result of 
assembling and organizing many com- 


ea 


ponent parts in your mind. In fact your} 
mind adds something so that you per-} 


ceive more than your eye has seen! A 
good illustration of this arises from the 
fact that there is a dead spot on the 
retina of the human eye where the optic 
nerve is attached. The result is that in 
the seeing area covered by this particu- 
lar spot, the eye sees nothing at all. 
But the mind covers up neatly by filling 
in what the eye leaves out. 


+ Anp there are other ways in which 
your senses fool you. Much of the credit 
for what you think you taste actually 
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should go to your sense of smell. Block 
off the pair of receptors in your nose and 
you will not know whether you are eat- 
ing an apple or an onion. 

Your senses can let you down—or do 
you a great favor—as a result of fatigue. 
If you smell a particular odor long 
enough you tend to get used to it. Of 
course that’s a boon to people who have 
to work in the midst of strong smells. 
But this very quality is another reminder 
that our senses adapt themselves to our 
needs as individuals rather than impar- 


f tially reporting on all that is around us. 


On the whole our senses serve us 
quite acceptably for life’s run-of-the- 
mill experiences, but they may fail at 
very important times. The scientist well 
knows this and spends much time de- 
vising and using various instruments. 
By means of these he extends the range 
of his senses and gains a far more de- 
pendable picture of what goes on about 
him. 


+ But there is something better than 
this for every man. There is another 
window more wonderful than the five. 


= This window, as every Christian knows, 
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looks out—or up—to things which our 
physical senses cannot perceive. “Eye 
hath not seen,” declares the Bible, “nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love him. 
But God hath revealed them unto us 
{that is, to the Christian] by his Spirit” 
(I Cor. 2:9, 10). 

That there should be a sixth window 
is due to the mercy and grace of God. 
It is He who has spoken to us, first “by 
the prophets” in His written Word and 
then, “in these last days,” by His Son 
(Heb. 1:1, 2). During His. earthly life 
His Son was known through the chan- 
nel of men’s senses (1 John 1:1, 2). He 
it was who was offered up for our sins. 

Because of this provision, the sixth 
window is opened for all who believe in 
the Name of Christ. “To as many as 
receive Him” [Christ], the promise de- 
clares, “to them gave He [God] the power 
to become the sons of God” (John 1:12). 
Experience confirms this promise. Every 
man who has trusted in Christ knows 
the splendor this window brings into his 
life. With it come spiritual understand- 
ing (1 John 2:27, access to God (Heb. 
10:19-22) and joyous communion with 
Him (Gal. 4:6). 

The man with five windows to his 
inner self can know the pleasures of 
the world about him. But he will never 
know the God who made him for Him- 
self, who gave the Lord Jesus Christ for 
his salvation and who invites him to 
know even now the light of heavenly 
glory.

I. A Holy Life Defined 

But what is a holy life? If we seek a 
description of it in the Word of God, we 
shall find many. It is a life that walks 
with God (Gen. 5:24), abides in Christ 
(John 15:4), walks in Christ and is 
rooted and built up in Him (Col. 2:6). 
It is a crucified life (Gal. 2:20), yet a 
risen life (Col. 3:1). It is a hidden life 
(Col. 3:3), yet most manifest, for it is 
known and read of all men (II Cor. 3:2). 
It is a life lived in the love of God (Jude 
21), and a life lived in the faith of the 
Lord Jesus Christ (Gal. 2:20). But very 
specially is it a life in the Spirit, lived 
in the Spirit (Gal. 5:25), walking in the 
Spirit (Gal. 5:16), led of the Spirit (Gal. 
5:18) and strengthened with all might by 
the Spirit (Eph. 3:16). 


And so it is a life in which the prayers 
of the inspired apostles are answered; 
a life in which the believer is made per- 
fect in every good work to do the will of 
God (Heb. 13:20); in which the believer 
is sanctified wholly, and his whole spirit 


and soul and body are preserved blame-f 


less unto the coming of the Lord Jesus 
(I Thess. 5:23). Moreover, it is a 
life of active service, in which we are 
workers together with Christ (II Cor. 
6:1); witnesses for Him to the uttermost 
parts of the earth (Acts 1:8), constrained 
by His love to deny ourselves (Mark 
8:34), and live unto Him who died for 
us, and rose again (II Cor. 5:15). This 
is the holy life as described in the pages 
of God’s Word. And in this course an 
endeavor is made to describe a path that 
leads to it. 


II. A Holy Life Described 

It describes a path in which many of 
God’s children have found unspeakable 
blessing; a path which thousands have 
found to be for them “the way of holi- 
ness,” and the pathway of power. Thou- 
sands and tens of thousands are ready 
to confess with joy that as they have 
taken the steps described here, their 
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lives have been entirely changed, and 
they have become possessed of a love, a 
joy, a peace, and a strength to which 
previously they had been strangers.

B. Are You Sure About the Bible? 

I presuppose that you accept the Bible 
as the Word of God, and therefore as 
immutably and eternally true and au- 
thoritative. We are not concerned here 
with the attacks of infidels on the Bible. 
We have more important work before us. 
What matters is that we believe that the 
Bible is the Word of God, so that when 
we read it we hear God speaking to us 
through its pages. 

This is all-important. If we are to 
tread the way of holiness firmly and 
fearlessly, we need a Bible in which, as 
one has said, the Holy Spirit, while using 
men for composing and compiling, “has 


perfect that they feel no further need of 
holiness I have no message but that of 
the apostle John, “If we say we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us” (I John 1:8). This course 
is written for those who, like Paul, have 
not already attained neither are already 
perfect (Phil.

D. Are You Sincere?

Are these conditions, then, fulfilled in 
you?

But in thus asking you to walk in the 
way of holiness, I take for granted cer- 
tain things regarding you. 

A. Are You Saved? 

I presuppose that you are already a 
believer, regenerated by the Holy Spirit, 
and united to the Lord Jesus by a living 
faith. This book is not written for the 
unconverted, and it can profit them little. 
A knowledge of and a belief in the mes- 
sage of salvation is presupposed. 

If little is said in these pages about 
the necessity of conversion, about Jesus 
Christ as our righteousness, about our 
justification by His blood, it is not be- 
cause these foundation truths are for a 
moment forgotten or ignored. All that is 
written here is based on these truths, and 
has neither meaning nor power apart 
from them. It is because faith in these 
truths, and an experimental knowledge 
of them is presupposed in those for whom 
these pages are written. There must be 
life in the soul before that life can be 
deepened. There must be union with 
Christ before there can be that uninter- 
rupted communion with Him in which 
the essence of the life of holiness con- 
Sists. I take it for granted, then, that you 
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had His way all along in the total and 
in the details too’*—a Bible, in short, 
which not only contains but is the Word 
of God. 

I think it most important to insist on 
this at the outset. I am persuaded that 
the want of personal holiness in so many 
professing Christians is due to this: that 
through their neglect of the Bible they 
are living in ignorance of the heritage 
their Saviour has won for them and the 
possibilities of holiness that lie before 
them, or that through secret unbelief in 
the Bible, they are kept from obedience 
and fulfillment of its promises. But I 
assume that you accept the Bible as the 
Word of God. If, therefore, you find in 
the Bible any commands, receive them 
as the words of our Lord, to be promptly 
and fully obeyed. If you find in the Bible 
any promises, they, too, are the words of 
a.God who cannot lie, and for their ful- 
fillment you may confidently look. 


C. Are You Satisfied? 

I presuppose that you are conscious of 
past failures in your Christian life and 
are dissatisfied with your present spir- 
itual condition. To the self-satisfied I do 
not speak. For those who claim to be so 


the Scriptures as the Word of God? Are 
you in earnest in seeking to be holy? We 
are about to put ourselves into the hand 
of God, that He may save us from our 
sin. But that is too awful a thing to be 
done lightly. “It is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God” (Heb. 
10:31). In making you holy, God may 
have to deal sorely with you, humbling 
you till you cry out in pain. But if you 
are willing to endure this, if you are de- 
termined to be holy, then rejoice. “This is 
the will of God, even your sanctification” 
(I Thess. 4:3). God’s commands are en- 
ablings, and He has said, “Be ye holy, 
for I am holy” (I Pet. 1:16).

REVIVAL 4 , 


Was It Real? 


A firsthand report of an island-wide 


spiritual awakening 


left Manila for a conference in 
Baguio, a heavy burden lay on my 
heart. For a full year, the Far 
Eastern Bible Institute and Seminary 
had been plagued with one difficulty after 
another. A spirit of rebellion was in the 
air. Infractions of the rules had occurred 
repeatedly. There was outright insub- 
ordination. Discouragement prevailed. 
Spiritual life on the campus was at the 
lowest ebb. 

Three weeks later, when I returned, 
I found the atmosphere on the campus 
completely changed. What was it? What 
had taken place? Simply this: God had 
met them in transforming revival. 

It began at Marbel, in Cotobato prov- 
ince, where several of our alumni are 
working with Philippine Evangelical 
Enterprises, an organization sponsoring 
Christian vocational high schools. Evan- 
gelista Siodora, dean of men, and Paul 
Holsinger were among the speakers at 
the annual New Year’s Conference. 

The group had been heavily in debt. 
They were facing another crop failure 
on their ranch. Grumbling and discon- 
tent were evident among both Christian 
and non-Christian workers and in sheer 
desperation the speakers and staff met 
for prayer one night after the service. 

Next morning a great sense of guilt 
swept over the entire congregation, 
breaking them down into weeping and 
confession of sin. Public restitution, pri- 
vate reconciliation and sacrificial giving 


f the beginning of this year, when 
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followed. Scores, and later hundreds, of 
townspeople were saved there and in 
neighboring communities. 

God had fulfilled the promise of 
II Chronicles 7:14. They met His condi- 
tions and He met their need—not only in 
forgiving their sins but in literally “heal- 
ing their land.” 

Workers who brought reports of the 
revival back to Far Eastern Bible Insti- 
tute and Seminary also brought the re- 
vival with them. On Thursday, January 
15, Pastor Holsinger spoke in chapel and 
Mr. Siodora led in prayer. 

Then a young senior rose to his feet 
and began to pray. “Oh God... !” he 
cried. But the words were a groan. He 
stumbled on. “In a few months I will be 
leaving FEBIAS to go forth and preach 
Thy Word. And I have no power! I will 
go back home to face my unsaved family: 
and friends. And, Lord, I have no com- 
passion!” 

The prayer was hardly begun when the 
entire student body bowed low before 
God in tears. Then student after student 
sobbed out his sin and failure. Wave 
upon wave of agonizing conviction 
washed over hearts. Revival had come. 

“It was like the days of Finney,” Pastor 
Holsinger described it. “I had preached 
a sermon and sat down. Another brother 
led in prayer and sat down. Then sud- 
denly the Spirit ‘fell’ on those present. 
It was instantaneous and complete.” 

Another likened it to the days of 
Ananias and Sapphira, recorded in Acts 


# 


5. Somfe who at first caustically resisted E 


the Spirit were smitten down before the 
Lord. Few left the chapel. For 13 hours 
the meeting continued. Genuine grief 
and deep sorrow for sin characterized 
that entire first day. 

On Friday Pastor Holsinger gave some 
practical instruction from the Word on 
obeying’ the Spirit, followed by testi- 
monies from those who had not had 
opportunity to speak the day before. 
Saturday was characterized by a glow- 
ing note of victory from morning till 
night. One missionary said, “The testi- 
monies on that third day proved that 
this movement was of God.” 

The Spirit moved freely. “We all 
claimed victory over sin through the 
blood of Christ by faith,” one student 
said. “Our hearts overflowed as we re- 
joiced that evening. Everything was sur- 
rendered to God. Christ was crowned 
Lord of all!” 


+ WHEN I arrived on campus a week 
later, everyone was talking about the 
revival. Most notable to me was the 
sense of control, yet liberty. Excesses 
that have so often caused revivals to 
wane were avoided. Although for three 
days deep conviction lay upon the entire 
body of students and faculty, only a 
holy soberness characterized the meet- 
ings. Coupled with this was a joyous 
liberation of the Spirit that caused the 
revival to spread to churches and Chris- 
tion organizations in the Manila area. 
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“Our campus has been transformed,” 
a member of the faculty, missionary Bill 
Arvan, testified a month later. “Those 
who were shy are able to speak boldly. 
Those who were constantly complaining 
are now content. The classes are fervent 
with the air of learning. Above all the 
Lord has demonstrated His willingness 
to use Filipino young people apart from 
foreign missionaries. Everywhere these 
students have gone on their Christian 
service assignments God has moved in 
the salvation of the lost.” 


+ How does one account for the re- 
vival? My own conclusion, drawn from 
observations and interviews in Manila, is 
that revivals just don’t happen; there 
are predetermining factors. 

For the past five years, for example, 
revival has been the heart-cry of a core 
of missionaries in Manila who met 
weekly for prayer. They were burdened 
because the Philippines had never known 
an island-wide revival in its sixty years 
of evangelical history. 

Then, a year ago, Paul Holsinger ar- 
rived in the Philippines to visit two of 
his children who are missionaries. God 
laid on this retired pastor the need for 
revival. He decided to remain in the 
islands, giving himself to pray for a 
nation-wide moving of the Spirit of God. 
God has always sought for a man. The 
pathway of revival is first paved by those 
who will give themselves in unceasing 
intercession. 
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Standing and sitting in various positions outside a nipa hut was a score or more of people. 
They were listening to a man speak from the Bible. As | watched their eager faces, illumined 


by a crude electric light, | said to myself, 


Secondly, that Scripture is literally 
true which says, “Blessed are they that 
do hunger and thirst after righteousness 
for they shall be filled.” Both at Marbel 
and at FEBIAS it was the overwhelming 
sense of need that seemingly released 
the Spirit’s searching thrust. 

At the Bible Institute and Seminary, 
due to the stresses and strains mentioned 
above, the administration had put heavy 
emphasis upon the spiritual life. Organ- 
ized prayer groups met nightly for 
prayer. Effective at first, these later died 
out. A day of prayer for the school, insti- 
tuted by the executive committee, helped 
some to have a short-time victory. A 
series of speakers was invited to speak 
on revival, but while their messages 
blessed and strengthened, they did not 
revive faith. 

“One thing stands sure,” a student tes- 
tified. “It is not the speaker who can 
revive, but the Spirit of God alone, and 
hearts willing to listen and yield to the 
Spirit’s conviction.” 

Then, it takes the Spirit’s supernatural 
work to reveal the hidden—and often 
unconscious—sins of His people. Man- 
induced guilt produces depression at 
its worst. Here the unmistakable finger 
of God produced immediate confession. 
The view given of the utter incredibility 


of Calvary—the Son smitten of God— 
made the most trivial sins become 
detestable. 

Finally, “The wind bloweth where it 
listeth ’ So it is with the Spirit. 


"This is the Spirit of God. This is revival.” 


I was overwhelmed by the sense of sov- 
ereignty of God in those who saw the 
Spirit at work. One does not barter at 
such a time, but abandons himself to 
such a Saviour. 

So, you see, no formula can be found 
for revival. God comes in sovereign 
grace upon His people, in the Philip- 
pines, in America, in Congo, anytime, 
anywhere. Otherwise men might make 
merchandise out of revival blessing. Our 
part is to pray, and to prepare expect- 
antly, but it is He who meets our need! 


+ RevIvaL does not result in new prin- 
ciples or new methods of work. The 
mechanics may be the same, but each 
relationship is transformed. Revival does 
not result in withdrawal from others, 
but in a keener awareness that we are 
part of the whole body of Christ and 
responsible for the Spirit’s work in every 
other member. 

Pure hearts are a second product of 
revival. When FEBIAS students visited 
their town after the revival, missionary 
Betty Honeywell wrote, “I keep thinking 
how wonderful and like a clean wind 
blowing through the place was the min- 
istry of the sweet Spirit of God. Oh I 
would covet a similar working in each of 
the churches at home! Do ask God to 
send it. He is no respecter of persons.” 

How effective is the revival? Conserva- 
tive Baptist missionary Beulah Heaton, 
serving on our faculty, walked into the 
office with a file of papers, and said,

CHRISTIAN 
SCHOOLS

HERE they go—your children and 
mine—off for another year of 
schooling. Summer play togs dis- 
carded, well-scrubbed boys stride along 
in sharply creased slacks and beaming 
girls swish bouffant skirts as they eagerly 
catch up on friendships begun last year. 
This fall a growing number of these 
boys and girls will begin the year in 
Christian _schools—schools .with Chris- 
tian teachers, teaching with a Christian 
dedication and purpose. Many of these 
schools are maintained by denomina- 
tional groups and form a well-established 
part of their overall program. But many 
are the result of community-wide in- 
terest on the part of Christian parents 
who have teamed up to provide their 
children with the kind of education they 
believe is vitally important. 


+ How and why do such schools begin? 
What do they accomplish? A closeup of 
what has taken place in Phoenix, Ariz., 
will provide some interesting answers. 
A little more than ten years ago, a 
group of burdened people in Phoenix 
began to talk about forming a Christian 
school. With encouragement and advice 
from the National Association of Chris- 
tian Schools (10201 S. State St., Chicago 
28), the group took the necessary steps. 
It was a venture of faith. Today Phoenix 
Christian High School is well estab- 
lished with students from twenty de- 
nominations and fifty churches. Its en- 
rollment this fall should exceed 300.

As with most Christian schools, the 
way has not been easy. When the spon- 
soring group learned that their proposed 
budget of $7,000 for the first year would 
be wholly inadequate, the whole project 
was almost abandoned. Then faith won 
again, and the necessary forward steps 
were taken. 

In 1949, the first twenty-seven students 
in the ninth and tenth grades were 
housed in a small building provided rent 
free by a local church. By 1951, sessions 
opened in a newly constructed $120,000 
modern school building. In the past 
seven years, another classroom building, 
an industrial arts and auto mechanics 
building and a gymnasium-auditorium 
have been added. The present structures 
house executive offices, classrooms, li- 
brary, cafeteria, music and athletic de- 
partments and chapel, furnishings of 
which are comparable to those of any 
modern school. 

For the most part, Phoenix Christian 
High depends on income from tuition and 
from a school association. Tuition last 
year was $300 per student. with a 20 per 
cent reduction for a second student from 
the same family and a 30 per cent reduc- 
tion for a third student. Monthly pay- 
ments are permitted. 

Last year PCH’s school association had 
a membership of more than 325 persons, 
each of whom contributed at least one 
dollar per week. Members meet annually 
and are free to make suggestions to the 
board of directors. In addition to finan-

cial backing, the school has also made 
use of bonds and annuities. 

Parents are enthusiastic in their praise 
of the job the school is doing. Mrs. Lyle 
Lusher, with two sons already graduated 
and a third entering the freshman class 
of more than ninety, is one of many who 
commends the academic training and 
Bible study. 

Speaking of the school’s impact on her 
older sons, Mrs. Lusher declares, “They 
have grown in grace and left school with 
the desire to know Christ better and to 
do His will.” She also emphasizes the 
opportunities a Christian school offers 
for developing talents and taking part in 
outside activities with a sense of be- 
longing. 

The young people themselves are 
pleased with what the school offers. For 
example, Mr. and Mrs. Donald Zahn re- 
port that friends of their daughter con- 
sider her fortunate to be able to attend 
a Christian school. The Zahns believe 
that Phoenix Christian High, in provid- 
ing a rounded program of activities, “has 
met and many times exceeded” schools 
as large or larger. 


+ ScuHoots like Phoenix Christian High 
are one reason why the number of such 
institutions is growing, but there are 
other reasons. One is the kind of secu- 
larism which rules out all mention of 
God in most public schools. Another is 
concern over the often unwitting but 
nonetheless strong influence of non-

Christian teachers. Still a third is, the 
disturbing content of many accepted text 
books. 

For example, if your children’s school 
books are typical of most, you’ll probably 
discover in a seventh-grade general sci- 
ence text that evolution is taught no 
Icnger as a theory but as a fact. The 
philosophy of evolution is likewise woven 
into most of the first science books and 
elementary readers in the lower grades. 

A careful survey of American history 
books may bring another shock. Try to 
find one reference to the Christian faith 
which had such an important place in 
the lives of the founding fathers and in 
such documents as the Constitution. In 
some American histories the Constitu- 
tion is no longer taught. 

If you look quite closely, you will find 
in certain history books—thousands of 
which were distributed to schools in re- 
cent years by UNESCO, educational arm 
of the United Nations—a _ child-level 
teaching of an ideology foreign to Amer- 
ican history. This points to errors in 
home training, the “narrowness” of fam- 
ily spirit and loyalty to only one nation, 
thereby conditioning the American child 
for integration into a global community 
and ultimate world government. Shock- 
ing? Certainly, but nevertheless that is 
what is being taught in many of our 
schools. 

Are our children fortified against such 
teaching? Some feel they are. They have 
the teaching of the home, the family 
altar, the Sunday school and church as 
well as other Christian contacts. But 
there are those who argue that children 
should not be shouldered with the bur- 
den of discerning truth from error. They 
learn what they are taught. 


+ ALONG with concern about this situa- 
tion, many Christian parents point to 
another problem. Education, they say, 
should teach morality as well as knowl- 
edge. But morality must be linked with 
faith—and faith cannot be _ properly 
taught in tax-supported schools that 
serve all groups. The answer, they have 
come to feel, is for Christian parents to 
take the lead in providing their children 
with a truly Christian education. 

That is why, across our land, numerous 
groups of Christians, having accepted 
this conclusion, have accepted also the 


responsibilities which follow. Statistics 
are hard to find, but today the National 
Association of Christian Schools alone 
lists more than 170 established institu- 
tions as active members. Problems of 
finance, personnel and textbooks are 
being solved. The NACS is helping in 
terms of advice and counsel, in teacher 
training and placement and in many 
other related matters. 

What of the arguments advanced by 
those who say that Christian schools are 
not the answer? Christian schools cost 
money, they point out. And such schools 
are likely to result in “hot-house” Chris- 
tians, ill-adjusted to life in the world.

Moreover, they say, public schools need 
the influence of Christian students. 

Like others who feel that Christian 
schools are vital, Dr. Mark Fakkema, di- 
rector of NACS, feels that such issues 
are not the real problems. The so-called 
burden of finance, he says, shrinks when 
one considers that the cost of Christian 
education amounts to about five cents 
per dollar of income of those who com- 
prise the Christian community. This 
five cents, he adds, compares with the 
more than thirty cents per dollar of 
income which government statistics say 
the average American family spends for 
luxury and waste. 


Dr. Fakkema is confident that Chris-} 


tian schools are not producing weak or 
maladjusted Christians. On the contrary, 


he says, the tendency is for the Christian} 


student in the secular school to weaken 
before the weight of worldly influence. 
And he adds that Christian schools con- 
serve rather than eliminate a needed 
source of witness. 


“We do not rush our boys to thef 


battlefield until we have given them 
boot training,” Dr. Fakkema says. “The 
Christian school is the boot training 
camp for future Christian soldiers.” 
Yes, there they go—your children and 
mine—preparing for a life. May it be a 
Christian preparation for more and more 
of them each year. END

No one seems to know whether 
Jerry is up to par in reading or whether 
Janet should bear down on her multipli- 
cation tables.

Could a situation like this really exist? 
Probably not in our land of supervised 
public education. But something very 
much like it is actually taking place year 
after year in the majority of our Sunday 
schools.

+ TaKE a careful look at what goes on 
in your own Sunday schoo] next Sunday, 
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and unless it is one of the relatively 
few exceptions, you will be forced to one 
conclusion. The Sunday school is doing 
a wonderful work—but doing it in an 
utterly aimless way. 

There is no question but that ‘the 
Sunday school is moulding lives, largely 
because it has enlisted faithful, praying 
Christians in the task of gathering indi- 
viduals of all ages and exposing them to 
the Word of God and the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Some are being saved, many 
are being guided, and all are being en- 
couraged to live the Christian life. All 
this is fine, but it should not blind us 
to the fact that in doing this wonderful 
work the average Sunday school is con- 
tent to jog along with a lack of purpose 
and vigor which we would not tolerate 





for a moment in our public schools. 

Most churches frankly look to their 
Sunday schools to shoulder the load of 
teaching among their memberships. But 
the average Sunday school is uncertain 
about what is an adequate curriculum, 
is largely indifferent as to whether or not 
the individual “pupil” learns or stag- 
nates, and promotes its members regard- 
less of whether or not any real learning 
has been accomplished. 

These facts are so well known that it 
is hardly necessary to document them. 
By and large, the problem of providing 
a curriculum which will give the Sunday 
school pupil step-by-step teaching in the 
Bible has been surrendered to the pub- 
lishers of lesson quarterlies. This in some 
respects is a step forward since the 
quarterly makers are giving careful at- 
tention to this problem. Usually it means, 
however, that a change in publisher in- 
volves a change of curriculum affecting 
every person in the Sunday school. 

It is a small wonder that the typical 
“pupil” does not take the Sunday school’s 
teaching efforts very seriously. He does 


not expect to master what he is covering 
or build on his knowledge from month to 
month—and he is seldom disappointed. 
He may receive a devotional thought 
now and then along the way and even 
some spiritual applications. These are 


valuable, but they should not hide the 


fact that the Sunday school is in need 
of a more clear-cut curriculum, that it 
needs to face the task of teaching the 
Word of God as a whole and that it 
should challenge individual] interest and 
effort in a way that it does not now do. 

In view of this situation, it should be 
no surprise that those trained in Sunday 
schools are not well taught.

Hard as it is 
to believe, 65 per cent failed to identify 
“the famous wise man of the Old Testa- 
ment!” 

Some may argue that the Sunday 
school cannot expect to carry out a pur- 
poseful teaching program. One hour or 





even an hour-and-a-half is too short a 
time. The handicap of using volunteer 
workers is too great. And the necessity 
for depending on interest to prompt vol- 
untary attendance and lesson prepara- 
tion all put the Sunday school at too 
great a disadvantage. 
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These are very real difficulties, cer- 
tainly, but no one of them is insurmount- 
able. This is being proved by Sunday 
schools*which are operating successfully 
with respect to these problems. 


+ At least three basic needs must be 
met if our Sunday schools are to be- 
come the more effective instruments they 
should be. First, there is the need for 
trained leadership. In addition to all- 





important spiritual qualifications, these 
leaders will need to know how to put 
others to work. They will need to know 
how to assign duties, how to help those 
under them to become more effective, 
how to arouse enthusiasm, and how con- 
stantly to keep checking up on results. 
Such leaders will recognize the neces- 
sity of a training program, not only for 
teachers but for other Sunday school 
workers. They will be keenly aware of 
the value of morale. 

The second need is for vision. In every 
Sunday school some one or two persons 
at least must have a concept of what 
his Sunday school can be. Remember, 
the great majority of us who are trying 
to do Sunday school work have never 
had the advantage of seeing how an 
effective, purposeful Sunday school works. 

This is one of the great values of the 
National Sunday School Conventions 
held annually (three this year*) by the 
National Sunday School Association. 
Such conventions make it possible for 
busy Sunday school workers, who are 
hormally walled up in a local situation, 
to learn what other schools are doing. 
Inevitably convention goers make the 
discovery that some Sunday schools are 
effective, smoothly functioning organi-

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zations—that it can be done! At the 
same time the convention provides down- 
to-earth help in various aspects of Sun- 
day school work through its many work- 
shops. As a result they go back home 
with a mental blueprint of the kind of 
Sunday school theirs may well become 
as well as with some idea of the practical 
steps they need to take. 


+ TuHE third need which must be met— 
and in some respects this is the most 
important—is the need for definite goals 





and standards. As evangelicals we should 
know what it takes to make a Sunday 
school program truly effective. To that 
end we believe it would be valuable to 
set up standards of accreditation for 
Sunday schools such as those estab- 
lished by the National Sunday School 
Association. This is suggested not with 
any idea of coercing a local group to 
comply with standards others have es- 
tablished. Instead the thought is that the 
individual church, if it wishes, may lay 
hold of these standards to measure the 
effectiveness of its own school and de- 
cide how it can be improved. 

By the same token, a limited number 
of standard, comprehensive examina- 
tions might be made available by some 
central agency for those who wish to 
test the progress of their Sunday school 
pupils in certain subjects. Such tests 
would be comparable to the Regents’ 
examinations given in New York State 
except that they would be for voluntary 
use. Standard tests for qualifying teach- 
ers might also be of value. 


Some will feel that even occasional 
tests are out of place in the Sunday 
school. But why? We do not hesitate to 
make use of tests to qualify students for 
college entrance, for government service, 
for drivers’ licenses. Why should the 
Sunday school hesitate to put itself on 
the gold standard of achievement as 
well? 

Finally, the Sunday school should es- 
tablish specific goals and standards for 
each teacher and department within the 
school. Before the year begins, each 
worker should know exactly what he is 
to accomplish. At the close of the year, 
a check should be made to see whether 
that goal was met. 

This might lead to an achievement day 
when Sunday school pupils report on 
what they have learned during the year. 
Certainly it should mean a specific re- 
port on the work of the Sunday school 
as a whole. How many have been en- 
listed; how many have dropped out; how 
many have completed prescribed work; 
how many have made professions of 
faith; how many have identified them- 
selves with the church as active mem- 
bers—does your Sunday School have the 
answers to such questions now? It could 
and should if it is to do an effective job. 


+ IT is within the power of the Sunday 
school to strengthen the entire church 
by giving its members more adequate 
instruction. It can reduce or almost end 
the drop-out of those who now seem to 
feel that Sunday school is not worth the 
effort. It can attract and challenge out- 
siders who at present are uninterested 
in its program. It will reduce the church’s 
tragic loss of uninstructed Christians 
through the pull of cults, the snare of 
various temptations, through worldliness 
or simple malnutrition. 

Next Sunday, no doubt, you'll go to 
Sunday school. You'll thank God, per- 
haps, for all it is and all it means to 
you who attend. You'll enjoy the songs, 
the lesson time, the fellowship. But along 
with this, perhaps, you'll have a new 
sense of the needs in your own Sunday 
school. And perhaps you'll be increas- 
ingly uncomfortable about each one un- 
til your Sunday school is as good as 
you know in your heart it can be. Enp

False Prophets—Past and Present 


be divided into three parts. First 

there is the prophecy of false teach- 

ers within the Church, verses 1-3. 
Next come three brief histories of the 
godly and the unjust in the past, verses 
4-8, and finally a statement regarding 
the godly and the unjust in the present, 
verses 9-11. 

History repeats itself. There were false 
prophets among the people in Old Testa- 
ment days, and there would be false 
teachers among the people of God during 
the history of the Church. Thus declared 
the Spirit of prophecy through Peter. 

What can we learn from this reference 
to false prophets in Israel? The compari- 
son between these men and false teach- 
ers in the Church must be here for a 
reason. It may be suggested that the Holy 
Spirit intends that we should examine

| the Old Testament Scriptures for light 


on the characteristics of the men of 
whom Peter writes. This is beyond the 
scope of these studies, but it will be in- 
structive to mention some of the out- 
standing truths found written about the 
false prophets of long ago. 

Sometimes the false prophets outnum- 


' bered the faithful men of God, as in the 
' day when Elijah stood up against 850 of 


them in the conflict on Mt. Carmel (I 
Kings 18:19). Seeking to please men, 


_ they spoke only of pleasant things (I 


Kings 22:6, 12). This they did for money 
(Micah 3:11). Their lying words led men 
on to destruction (Isa. 9:16). Never sent 
by God, they will be judged by God (Jer. 
14:14, 15). God’s people were warned not 
to hearken to them (Deut. 13:1-3). 

If these things were true in other days, 
they are going to be true in our day. We 
must not make the mistake of thinking 
that a majority of religious leaders is 
necessarily right, nor that they speak 
God’s message. A man who never offends

his hearers with disturbing and unpleas- 
ant truth from God is suspect, especially 
if money is somewhere in the picture. 

If preaching does not unfold the riches 
of God’s revealed Word, the preacher has 
not been sent by God, and he will never 
turn his hearers from the broad way that 
leads to destruction. The admonition of 
Proverbs 19:27 applies equally to false 
prophets and false teachers, “Cease, my 
son, to hear the instruction that causeth 
to err from the words of knowledge.” 

“Beware of false prophets, which come 
to you in sheep’s clothing,” warned the 
Lord Jesus in Matthew 7:15. The Apostle 
Paul wrote, “I beseech you, brethren, 
mark them which cause divisions and 
offenses contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned; and avoid them. For 
they that are such serve not our Lord 
Jesus Christ, but their own belly; and by 
good words and fair speeches deceive the 
hearts of the simple” (Rom. 16:17, 18). 

There are a number of faithful warn- 
ings like these in the New Testament. 
Paul knew that after he left his pastor- 
ate in Ephesus, grievous wolves would 
enter in among the Christians, not spar- 
ing the flock. “Of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse things, to 
draw away disciples after them” (Acts 
20:29, 30). Jude 4 similarly warns that 
such persons would come in unobserved 
among true believers. 

If we wonder what motivates men to 
do this, despite the clear teachings God 
has given, we can find the explanation in 
I Timothy 4:1. Alongside the truth that 
the Holy Spirit is in the world, we must 
place the further revelation that there 
are lying spirits abroad. Those who de- 
part from the faith give heed to seducing 
spirits and doctrines of demons. Those 
who want to remain faithful to the truth 
of God must keep close to His Word. 

The “damnable heresies” or destruc- 


tive false teachings brought in by these 
men will include (v. 1) even the denial 
of the Lord who bought them. Let us be 
careful here to notice exactly what Peter 
is saying. He is not speaking of the Lord 
who saved these false teachers, but of 
the Lord who bought them. It is clear 
from Matthew 13:44 that Christ bought 
the field which is the world (v. 38), so 
that all men are bought with the pur- 
chase price of His blood. However, all 
men do not accept eternal life from His 
hand. “While we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us” (Rom. 5:8), but unless we 
are justified by accepting Him, we shall 
not be saved from wrath (v. 9). 

For the encouragement of true believ- 
ers, the language of this epistle makes it 
clear that the evil men of whom it speaks 
were never born again “by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth forever” 
(I Pet. 1:23). The closing verse of the 
chapter now before us refers to such per- 
sons as dogs and pigs. They never expe- 
rienced a change of nature. They are not 
called sheep who belong to the Good 
Shepherd. As the Apostle Paul said, they 
are “enemies of the cross of Christ, whose 
end is destruction” (Phil. 3:18, 19). 

Peter’s language is couched in similar 
terms. False teachers will “bring upon 
themselves swift destruction,” that is, 
speedy and unexpected judgment. God 
will be their final judge, but they will 
have brought their tragic fate upon 
themselves. 

Peter’s prophecy goes on to announce 
that “many shall follow their pernicious 
ways; by reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of,” (v. 2). This 
reminds us of Christ’s words in Matthew 
7:13. Many go in at the wide gate, to 
enter upon the broad way that leadeth 
to destruction. Few there be that find 
the narrow way leading to life eternal, 
“the way of truth” mentioned by Peter.

(I Pet. 3:20). The spirit of God seems to 
emphasize in several passages the small- 
ness of the number who are saved as 
compared with the number who are lost. 
Emphasis is also placed upon the con- 
trast between the righteousness of Noah 
and the ungodliness of those who per- 
ished. God’s word to him at the time 
of the flood was, ‘Come thou and all thy 
house into the ark; for thee I have seen 
righteous before me in this generation” 
(Gen. 7:1). . 


It is a sad commentary upon the 
preaching of Noah that only his imme- 
diate family were saved, for it is recorded 
in Genesis 5:30, “Lamech lived after he 
begat Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters.” 
Noah’s brothers and sisters perished in 
the flood, as far as we know. 


+ PreTER now condenses into verses 6-8 
the record of the destruction of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Again we see the pat- 
tern of truth established in verse 5." 
Thriving cities, because of their sin, were 
turned into ashes, being condemned with 
an overthrow, which is literally, in the 
Greek, with a catastrophe. God inter- 
vened and made them an example to 
other ungodly people who should live 
after them. 


Geologists have concluded, from an ex- 
amination of the area at the south end of 
the Dead Sea where Sodom once stood, 
that a natural cataclysm took place there 
in the ancient past, and archaeologists 
have found it coincided with the time 
of Sodom’s overthrow. There was in 
those days an underground pool of oil, 
undoubtedly associated with a tremen- 
dous accumulation of natural gas. Some- 
how the pool exploded, throwing burn- 
ing oil and sulphur high into the air. 
This fell on the cities of the plain, bury- 
ing them and reducing them to ashes. 


Large quantities of salt, native to the 
region, were also blown high into the 
air as the valley floor rose into the sky. 
For centuries afterward high drifts of

Noah was a man who walked with God. 
Lot was a man whose life, except for this 
one favorable word, would hardly be 
considered worthy of a child of God. Yet 
both were saved from judgment by divine 
intervention. Surely we dare not pre- 
sume to judge carnal Christians to be 
lost on the basis of their lack of con- 
formity to the high standards of a Noah 
who pleased God with his life. It was 
Abraham’s prayer which prevailed to 
save Lot from the overthrow of the city 
(Geny 19:29), and Abraham, rather than 
Lot, is referred to as the father of the 
faithful. Nevertheless, Lot was saved. 
Who knows how many will be saved 
from among our loved ones and friends 
on the basis of a faith so feeble that we 
might not be able to detect it? Who 
knows how many, like Lot’s wife, will 


be thought safe because of their con- | 


stant association with the righteous, but 
who will perish because in their hearts 
they turned back from the deliverance 
proffered by the Lord? It is for them bet- 
ter to be like Lot—saved, yet so as by 
fire (I Cor. 3:15)—than to turn from the 
way of righteousness made known to 
them, and, like Lot’s wife, be lost. 


+ THE third division of this part of 
chapter 2 is a statement regarding the 
godly and the unjust in the present time, 
verses 9 and 10. What is Peter’s grand 
conclusion to the brief histories he has 
taken from the Old Testament Scrip- 


tures? God delivered Noah and his fam- | 


ily from the judgment of the flood, and 
He saved Lot and his family from the 
destruction of Sodom. Therefore, He 
knows how to deliver the godly out of 
temptation and to keep the unrighteous 
under punishment unto the day of judg- 
ment. 

Are you sore pressed, child of God, by 
many trials and testings? God can and 
will deliver you. He purposes only to 
bring to pass in you some needed ex- 
perience of His love and grace. Remem- 
ber I Peter 1:6: “now for a season if 
need be, ye are in heaviness through 
manifold temptations”—or trials. It is 
only for a season and only if need be. 
He lets us suffer “for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness’ (Heb. 
12:10). Afterward there is yielded “the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 


q them that are exercised thereby” (Heb. 


12:11). 

Three outstanding characteristics of 
the men of whom the apostle writes are 
given in verse 10. Who are reserved unto 
the day of judgment to be punished? 
Chiefly those who walk after the flesh 
in the lust of uncleanness, who despise 
government and who speak evil of dig- 
nities. We might not select this particu- 
lar list of sins as especially deserving 
of punishment, but these three are im- 
portant in God’s sight. They reappear 
in Jude 8, “these filthy dreamers defile 
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the flesh, despise dominion and speak 
evil of dignities.” 

Here are three expressions telling us 
what such men do. The words presump- 
tuous and self-willed, appearing within 
the same verse, help us to understand 
why they do such things. The term pre- 


sumptuous is peculiar to Peter. It pic- 
tures bold, daring, audacious or insolent | 


men, so proud in their self-confidence 
that they live in complete disregard of 
men and God. “Self-willed” could be 
translated, “self-loving,” for the word 
is made up of two Greek terms, “to de- 
light in,” and “self.” ‘ 

Because of these characteristics, such 
men indulge and defile their flesh. They 
despise and resent the government of 
God and the restraints of society. They 
fear not to speak evil of dignities, 
whether these be powers ruling in heaven, 
over the nations of earth, within the 
Church or in the unseen world of spirits. 
Nothing is sacred to them or safe from 
their wicked tongues. 

We cannot examine each expression 
in II Peter, but it may be profitable to 
pause here and ask a question regarding 
Peter’s revelation that false teachers 
within the professing Church will “de- 
spise government.” Who are the men 
within the Church today who want to 
see our free society become a welfare 
state, our constitution replaced by some- 
thing else? They are not holy men of 
God who honor the Scriptures, who 
therefore respect those in places of 
authority. 

Instead, they are false teachers who 
are better known for their interference 
in secular affairs than for their holiness 
of life. They presume to tell other men 
how they should think and act and be 


| governed. They are self-willed to the 


point that they dare to speak out against 
the authority of the Word of God, and 
they even deny the Lord who bought 
them. Any threat to America, which 
comes from within the professing Church 
today, does not come from those who 
love the Bible. It comes from those who 
arrogantly set aside its authority. END

Napoleon as a Prototype Of Antichrist 


I have recently acquired a volume 
which has become very scarce, Addresses 
of the International Prophetic Confer- 
ence Held December 10-15, 1901, in the 
Clarendon Street Baptist Church, Boston, 
Mass. This volume cannot compare in 
importance to that great series of ad- 
dresses edited by Nathaniel West as Pre- 
millennial Essays, Messages Delivered at 
the First American Bible and Prophetic 
Conference Held in the Church of the 
Holy Nativity, New York, in the Fall of 
1878; nor can it compare with the epochal 
Prophetic Conference held at Moody 
Bible Institute in February, 1914, the 
addresses of which were printed in The 
Coming and Kingdom of Christ. Still, 


a there are three or four items here worthy 


of note, and I know that some who read 
these columns try to accumulate refer- 
ences to the literature of significant pro- 
phetic subjects. 

Most of the speakers at the conference 
were outstanding Baptist ministers at 
that time: Dr. A. C. Dixon, President

Dr. W. J. Erdman, etc. The pastor of the 
Clarendon Street Baptist Church at that 
time was Dr. Emery W. Hunt. 
Apparently it was thought that from 
this conference a number of other sim- 
ilar conferences would be inaugurated, 
for a resolution was passed which in part 
read as follows: “Inasmuch as_ the 
blessed hope of the coming of our Lord 
is rapidly increasing as a doctrinal belief 
and working force in the different 
branches of the Evangelical Church 
throughout the world, we esteem it de- 
sirable to appoint the brethren herein- 
after named as a committee, with gen- 
eral headquarters at Philadelphia, to 
conduct correspondence with individuals 
and churches and arrange for similar 
conferences in different localities wher- 
ever suitable openings may present them-

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selves.” As far as I know, this expecta- 
tion was not fulfilled. 

The volume contains a superb treat- 
ment of Acts 15:13-18 by Dr. Moorehead 
(pp. 38-45), a helpful discussion of the 
difficult passage in the Olivet Discourse, 
Matthew 24:34 (pp. 89-92), and a long 
exposition of Revelation 19:10 (pp. 114- 
116). What I particularly want to direct 
attention to here, however, is an ex- 
tended statement on Napoleon Bonaparte 
as a prototype of Antichrist, a subject 
which once produced a large literature, 
but about which little is said today. 

This quotation is from the writings of 
the famous French historian Pierre Lam- 
frey (1828-1877), whose monumental 
History of Napoleon I was published in 
five volumes, over a period of nine years. 
Elected to the National Assembly, he was 
made a life senator in 1875. 


+ “NAPOLEON wished to restore the 
Roman Empire in the precise manner in 
which it is predicted that Antichrist will 
restore it. On the 2nd of December, 1804, 
he caused himself to be crowned emperor 
of the French at Notre Dame, the cere- 
mony being performed by Pope Pius VIII, 
whom he had induced to visit Paris for 
that purpose. His idea of his empire is 
revealed in the fact that he had procured 
the iron crown of Charlemagne for the 
coronation, although at that time a large 
portion of the dominions of Charlemagne 
owned allegiance to the Emperor of Aus- 
tria. But in 1806 he made use of his vic- 
tory at Austerlitz to wrest these provinces 
from the protectorate of Austria, and to 
unite them to his own sway under the 
title of the Confederation of the Rhine. 
At the same time he was arranging to 
establish some of his brothers and gen- 
erals as vassal kings over other countries 
of Europe. His intentions in so doing are 
thus explained by one of his latest biog- 
raphers: 

“*Thus far, then, Napoleon aimed at 
the restoration of the Western Empire in 
the form in which Antichrist will here- 
after affect it, that of confederated king- 
doms under himself as emperor. In a dis- 


patch to the Pope during the same year 
he thus expresses himself: “Your holi- 
ness is the sovereign of Rome, but I am 
her emperor.” In 1809 he annexed the 
Papal States, and styled Rome the sec- 
ond city of the empire; and in 1811 he 
chose the title of King of Rome for his 
infant son... 

“The principal reason which directed 
the mighty conqueror to Moscow instead 
of St. Petersburg was the secret project 
which he entertained of turning his vic- 
torious arms, after the subjugation of 
the Muscovites, to the Southward, and 
placing on his brow the diadem of the 
Eastern Empire. 

“*This project he had in view from 
very early times, and is said, when only a 
subaltern officer of artillery, to have 
nourished the hope of being king of 
Jerusalem. Strange that he should have 
wished for that which heathen sooth- 
sayers predicted as the destiny of Nero. 
Satan will never rest until he has in- 
sulted and profaned the city of the Great 
King by making it the throne of the 
Beast. And at last he will succeed; but 
his success will fill up the measure of 
his iniquities ... 

“‘Napoleon made overtures to the 
Jews, and took them, to some extent, un- 
der his protection. In July, 1806, he in- 
vited them to hold their Sanhedrin in 
Paris; and in March, 1807, seventy-one 
doctors and leading men of the nation 
assembled in that city, and formed them- 
selves into a national council, the like 
of which had not been held for more 
than seventeen hundred years—not, in- 
deed, since the destruction of Jerusalem 
by Titus. The immediate cause of his in- 
terest in them may, no doubt, be found 
in his desire to conciliate the wealthy 
Jews of Old Prussia, Poland, and the 
southern provinces of Russia. But they 
looked upon him as their deliverer, and 
styled him “the Lord’s anointed Cyrus”; 
and since we know his designs in regard 
to the East, we may be quite sure that 
he had also some ulterior plan for utiliz- 
ing them in their own country.

In September, soon 
after the youth fall planning conference, 
we elected a nominating committee. 
The committee operated the same as the 
adult nominating committee and drew 
up a slate of officers to include all regu- 
lar boards (e.g., Board of Christian Edu- 
cation, Board of Deacons, etc.) and other 
officers of the church. A ballot was 
printed and an election held in Decem- 
ber. Each young person elected was to 
work with the corresponding adult for 
the month of January. 

Let’s note here that without the co- 
operation and education of the adult 
officers, this program won’t work. Some- 
time before youth month begins, officers 
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advance the dates to reserve, they make

a real effort to keep those nights free. 
This results in a higher percentage of 
attendance by young people and a deeper 
interest in their temporary tasks. 

But even with the calendar on hand 
and the night reserved, we found that 
often additional prodding was necessary.

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program itself. Few churches will carry 
on exactly the same activities, partly 
because few churches are organized ex- 
actly along the same lines. Your activ- 
ities will be geared according to the adult 
program of your church. 

In our church we have a board of 
deacons, a board of trustees and a board 
of Christian Education. The _ elected 
young people met with each board at its 
regular meeting. The adults carried on 
their regular business thus presenting 
the young people with exactly the same 
responsibilities which someday would be 
theirs. 

Young people were also elected treas- 
urer, clerk, and financial secretary and 
spent time during the month with the 
corresponding officer learning that office.

God’s Promise of Peace 
Zechariah 7:8-12; 8:4-8, 12, 13 

MEMORY SELECTION: How beauti- 
ful upon the mountains are the feet 
of him that bringeth good tidings, that 
publisheth peace; that bringeth good 
tidings of good, that publisheth salva- 
tion; that saith unto Zion, Thy God 
reigneth!—Isaiah 52:7 


Keep in Mind 

1. That the work of rebuilding the 
temple, ordered by Cyrus and begun by 
Zerubbabel, was interrupted for a period 
of about sixteen years by the organized 
opposition of the enemies of the Jews. 
For the story see Ezra 4. 

2. That Haggai and Zechariah stirred 
up the leaders and the people to a 
resumption of the task in the second 
year of Darius Hystaspes (521 B. C.). 

3. That Haggai’s prophetic career 
covered only the year when the work 
started again, but Zechariah’s ministry 
was of longer duration and had a wider 
scope, looking on to the greater restora- 
tion at the second coming of Christ. 


Consider These Points 

Our lesson covers a point by point 
answer to a question posed by the leaders 
of the people concerning a continuance 
of the times of fasting and mourning 


engaged in during the nation’s vexa- 
tions (7:1-3). 
1. Listen to the former prophets 


(7:4-7). The mourning and fasting had 
not been an act of obedience to God. 
Their duty was to search the Scriptures 
and do what God had commanded 
through His prophets before the rod 
of chastening fell. 

2. Learn from the recent chastisement 
(7:8-14). The disobedience of their 
fathers had brought the nation low. 
As they had been adamant against God’s 
entreaties in the days of their security, 
so God had been adamant against their 
entreaties in the days of their correc- 
tion. Now let the remnant, restored from 
captivity, avoid a repetition of their 
fathers’ error. 

3. Recognize the restored favor of God 
(8:1-15).. Not for any merit in them, 
but for His own holy jealousy for Jeru- 
salem, God had brought back a remnant, 
with purpose to bless the city of His 
choice and the land. Note the picture 
of the city with its contented old men 
and its happy children in verses 3-5, and 
the prosperous land in verse 12. 

4. Put the emphasis where it belongs 
(8:16,17). It is not fastings and religious

Apply These Truths 


1. The Christian life is a feast, not aj

If we did more of this kind of fast- 
ing, we would know more of the feasting 
on His love.

God’s Call To Faithfulness 
Malachi 2:17-3:14, 16-18 


MEMORY SELECTION: Mine eyes 
shall’ be upon the faithful of the land 
that they may dwell with me: he that 
walketh in a perfect way, he shall serve 
me.—Psalm 101:6 


Keep in Mind 

1, That Malachi is the last prophetic 
voice of the Old Testament. After him is 
a silence for four centuries, broken by 
the appearing of John the Baptist. 
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2. That Malachi is believed to have 
ministered during Nehemiah’s second 
term as governor of Judea. There is 4 
noticeable similarity between the abuses 
which Nehemiah sought to rectify and 
the evils which Malachi denounced. 

3. That the name Malachi (probably 
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September, 


an abbreviation of Malachijah) means 
Messenger of Jehovah. It is significant 
that his name and his prophetic message 
are related. See 3:1, where two messen- 
gers are in view. 


Consider These Points 

The oracles of Malachi are directed 
chiefly against the priests but, since the 
people are affected by the unworthy ex- 
ample of their leaders, they also come 
in for rebuke. 

1. The sins of the priests. They were 
guilty of profaning the divine worship 
and perverting the divine teaching. 

(a) They performed their offices in 
a perfunctory manner and in a spirit of 
boredom. Because the worship meant 
nothing to them, they took no care that 
the beasts offered in sacrifice were 
sound, but brought to the altar ani- 
mals that were sick, lame and torn 
(1:6-8, 12, 13). Such profaning of “the 
table of the Lord” could not pass un- 
judged. 

(b) While the priest was essentially 
one who represented the people before 
God, he had also a teaching function. 
He was an instructor in the law, to 
whom the people might go to learn 
the ways of the Lord. But in this the 
priests, even after the restoration, had 
woefully failed, their own conduct 
causing many to fall away from the 
Lord’s precepts (2:4-9). 

2. The sins of the people. Following 
the spirit of their priests, the people re- 
jected the standards of conduct pre- 
sented by the law. 

(a) They despised the marriage bond 
(2:11-16). The attraction of heathen 
women drew many of them away from 
their own Hebrew wives, whom they 
divorced in favor of the new “flame.” 
Notice the phrases, “the wife of thy 
covenant,” and “thou has dealt treach- 
erously.” What is God’s attitude to 
such conduct? It is stated quite cate- 
gorically: “He hateth putting away.” 

(b) They withheld the tithes and 
offerings (3:8-10). By means of the 
tithes and offerings of the people, the 
whole institution of the temple and its 
worship was sustained. When these 
were withheld, the temple service suf- 
fered, while the priests and the Levites 
sought a living elsewhere. Now the 
negligence of the priests may have 
been a reason for the staying of 
the tithes, but it was no justification. 
They were robbing God, and must an- 
swer to Him. 

3. The warning of God. Priests and 


people alike claimed to be looking for 
“the messenger of the covenant” (3:1), 
who would make Israel a praise in the 
earth. The prophet warned them that 
His appearing would be as the coming of 
a refiner, separating between those who 
offered in righteousness and those who 
practiced sorcery, adultery and oppres- 
sion (3:2-5). Compare 3:1, 2 with 4:5, 6, 
and see Matthew 11:7-14. 


4. The response of the remnant. While 


some in the nation assumed the attitude 
that it does not pay to serve God (3:13- 
15), 


others humbled themselves and 
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remembrance,” to be God’s special treas- 
ure in the day of accounting. “They shall 
be a peculiar treasure to me in that day 
which I am making” (Septuagint and 
Vulgate). 


Apply These Truths 

1. Be sincere in your worship, offering 
your best to God and not the leftovers. 

2. Be true in your ministry, keeping 
knowledge (2:7) and causing men to 
walk in the ways of the Lord. 

3. Be faithful in your commitments. 
In these days of easy divorce, let divine 
standards order your marital affairs. 

4. Be regular in your fellowship with 
God’s people. God keeps a record of 
church attendance.

Keep in Mind 

1. The Book of Acts is Volume II of 
a historical work by a medical doctor 
whose first volume is known to us as the 
Gospel according to St. Luke. He was one 
of the Aposiie Paul’s traveling compan- 
ions, and we can mark off the times he 
was in the company by his use of the 
first person pronoun, “we.” Look out for 
the “we” sections as we proceed with our 
study of Acts. 

2. Luke wrote both his Gospel and the 
Acts for the same man, Theophilus, one 
of noble rank (addressed in the Gospel 
as “most excellent”). This may have 
been Luke’s sponsor or just a friend in 
whose spiritual welfare Luke was deeply 
interested. 

3. As the Gospel tells the story of “all 
that Jesus began to do and teach” in the 
days of His flesh, so Acts tells how Christ 
continued to work from the Throne, 
through the Holy Spirit. Peter is the 
chief agent of these activities in the 
earlier part of the book, while Paul’s 
labors occupy the latter part. 


Consider These Points 

The advance of the original band of 
Christ’s followers from disciples to apos- 
tles was marked by very decided develop- 
ment. We shall consider four of these. 

1. The new certainty. The crucifixion 
of Christ had left His disciples stunned 
and disillusioned. All that they had 
dreamed and hoped lay buried in His 
tomb. The resurrection of their Lord 
shocked them as much as did His death. 
Belief did not come easily, and the Lord 
spent forty days establishing hardly- 
born faith in those who must be His 
witnesses to the whole world. “He showed 
himself alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs” (v. 3), till the last ves- 
tige of doubt was removed and they knew 
that they had a living Saviour and Mas- 
ter. In the light of His death and resur- 
rection, their acceptance of Him as “the

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Christ, the Son of the living God,” took 
on new meaning as well as new assur- 
ance. 

2. The new mission. Their thought of 
the Christ was intimately linked with the 
restoring of the kingdom to Israel (v. 6), 
and His resurrection gave new impetus 
to that hope. Surely now nothing could 
stand in the way of His victorious march 
to world dominion, reigning from Jeru- 
salem. They must learn that their Lord 
had another undertaking on hand in 
which their services were required. They 
must leave the timetable of the kingdom 
in the Father’s hand (v. 7) and gird 
themselves for the world-embracing task 
of witnessing (v. 8). The publishing of 
the gospel was now their calling, leaving 
the secret things with God. 

3. The new equipment. Human power 
is not adequate to a divine task. Even 
their three years in the school of Jesus 
did not equip these men for the task of 
challenging the heathen world with the 
gospel of Christ. They must “wait for the 
promise of the Father” (v. 4). They were 
to be endued with power from heaven 
by the coming of the Holy Spirit upon 
them (v. 8). Had not the Lord Himself, 
the very Son of God, fulfilled His course 
by the anointing of the Holy Spirit? 
‘Acts 10:38). Then certainly His servants 
must have the enduement of power from 
on high to equip for the task. The wis- 
dom of man may secure intellectual as- 
sent from sinners, but only the Spirit of 
God can give that illumination which 
induces repentance and faith. 

4. The new perspective. Till now, the 
disciples had lived and labored as seeing 
their Master in the flesh. For this reason 
His death had brought everything to a 
standstill. His resurrection did not re- 
store the old perspective but prepared 
them for a new one. “While they beheld, 
he was taken up” (v. 9). That He lived 
they now knew, but they must know 
Him as alive “at the right hand of God,” 
supplying all heavenly resources. But He 
would come again (v. 11), and in view of 
that they must carry out the commission 
He had given them. They were not help- 
less, aimless sky-gazers, but men who 
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Bible stories and events will now take on 
new meaning with this fascinating new 
series photographed in full color in the 
Holy Land.

It fell fifty days 
(forty-nine according to our way of 
reckoning) after the feast of firstfruits, 
which in its turn was on the third day 
after the Passover. Notice that this cor- 
responds exactly to the chronology of 


: | the death of Christ, the resurrection of 


| Christ and the advent of the Holy Spirit. 
| This surely indicates that the Levitical 
| feasts had a typical relation to these 
great New Testament events. 

| 2. That the New Testament Pentecost 
has been variously called the birthday of 
| the Holy Spirit and the birthday of the 
| Church. In both cases the word “birth- 
day” is used figuratively. The Holy Spirit 
was not born into this world as Christ 





| was, but His coming as the Comforter | 


| was a specific event, inaugurating a new 
age. 


| Consider These Points 
1. The signs of the event of Pentecost. 
Three miraculous signs marked the com- 
| ing of the Holy Spirit—the sound as of 
the rushing of a mighty wind, the cloven 
| tongues like fire sitting upon each of the 
participants and the speaking in other 
tongues (Acts 2:2-4). Our Lord had 
spoken of the wind as symbolic of the 
freedom and sovereignty of the life-giv- 
ing Spirit (John 3:8). Fire is a cleansing 
agent as well as an agent of destruction. 
The spoil of battle was cleansed in fire 
(Num. 31:23). Isaiah’s lips were touched 
with “a live coal from off the altar” (Isa. 
6:6). The “other tongues” were clearly 
prophetic of the world-wide witness of 
the gospel, looking to the host of the re- 
deemed from “all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues” (Rev. 7:9). 

2. The substance of the experience of 
Pentecost. The signs are indeed full of 
meaning, but the central fact of Pente- 
cost was that “they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” Our Lord had spoken 
of the coming of the Holy Spirit as the 
Comforter to indwell the believer (John 
14:16, 17). That promise was fulfilled at 
Pentecost. He had also spoken of a bap- 
tism (Acts 1:5), and Paul tells us the 
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nature of that baptism (I Cor. 12:12, 13). 
That too was accomplished at Pentecost. 
But the coming of the Holy Spirit was 
related to power, requisite for the work 
of witnessing to which our Lord’s fol- 
lowers were committed (Acts 1:8). 
is the aspect of the advent of the Spirit 


which is developed in the story of Pente- | 


cost. And wonder of wonders—the power 
with which the apostles witnessed that 
day is available to us for our witnessing 
today. 

3. The subject of the sermon at Pente- 
cost. Peter was, of course, obliged to give 
an explanation of the wonders which 
amazed the gathering crowd (Acts 2:14- 
21), but he quickly related it to his real 


theme—Christ crucified and risen, with | 


the consequent provision of salvation. 
The crucifixion, while accomplished by 
lawless hands, was determined in the 
everlasting councils of God (v. 23). The 
resurrection was “according to the Scrip- 
tures” (vv. 25-32), and was consummated 
in the exaltation of the Lord Jesus to the 
place of highest honor at the right hand 
of God (vv. 33-36). Here is the ground of 
our salvation. Remission of sins (v. 38) 
is available nowhere else and by no other 
means. See, then, that the more truly 
“Pentecostal” we are, the more shall our 


message focus upon a crucified, risen 
Lord. 
Apply These Truths 

1. Recognize the place of the Holy 


Spirit in the church. 
2. Submit to the control of the Holy 
Spirit in our lives.

(Revell, Westwood, N.J., 163 pages)

atry are attempting to explain all hu- 
man action, when man’s behavior, how- 
ever vile, is said to be through no fault of 
his own, it is most helpful to have a book 
such as this. 

The author has done a great deal of 
research. The bibliography contains the 
titles of 96 books, 6 periodicals and 7 
articles. There are 343 references in the 
notes to quotations made from source 
material. 

The psychology of conversion in vari- 
ous religions of the world is presented. 
All of these are seen to have some simi- 
larities as crisis experiences. The unique- 
ness of the evangelical crisis is seen in 
the theological content. 

The author defines the phenomenon of 
the evangelical conversion as “that mo- 
ment in the experience of regeneration 
when the individual knowingly commits 
himself through faith to Jesus Christ as 
both Saviour and Lord.” 

Again, the author states, “The neces- 
sity of content in conversion is the cen- 
tral thesis of this book.” The failure in 
this respect is seen to be the weakness 


{* a day when psychology and psychi- 


in all other conversion crises. Most of 
these are inexplainable by the subjects 
of them. The born-again Christian alone 
is able to speak intelligently and clearly 
of his conversion. 

The pattern of the evangelical conver- 
sion is five-fold: 1. An event or circum- 
stance disrupts the established pattern of 
thought; 2. The individual is confronted 
with certain claims or demands; 3. He 
grasps the core of the gospel; 4. The mo- 
ment of crisis occurs; 5. Certain results 
follow. 

As the author summarizes and draws 
his conclusions, evangelical conversion is 
shown to center in an object which in- 
tegrates the Christian personality. That 
object is Christ. The way to God is by 
objective fact. Faith in specific truth 
brings about the conversion crisis. As 
Augustine well said, “The soul is restless 
till it rests in God.” 

The reviewer highly recommends this 
volume.-It will find acceptance as a text- 
book in theological schools. The pastor, 
Bible teacher and other students of the 
Word will be helped and encouraged by 
it. It is informative and challenging. 


Mission: Definition 


FUNDAMENTALISM AND EVANGE- 
LISM, by John R. W. Stott (Eerdmans, 
Grand Rapids, 80 pages, $1.50) 

7. value of this book should not be 
judged by its size. It is a small work 

with a big mission. Originating in a con- 

troversy over Dr. Billy Graham’s London 
crusade, it is written by a Church of 

England rector who is held in high es- 

teem and well represents British evan- 

gelicalism. 

The book deals with the two subjects 
indicated in the title and, indeed, could 
be two separate monographs. The author 
undertakes to answer maligners of fun- 
damentalism and the evangelism which 
is based on the fundamentalist position. 

In the first part Mr. Stott challenges 
those critics of fundamentalism who take 
the extravagances of a few extremists as 
representative of the conservative school, 
warns of the extremes to be avoided and 
then presents the evangelical view of the 
Bible. This is done with lucidity and con- 
viction. No attempt is made to expound 
the doctrines of the Bible, but only the 


| doctrine of the Bible itself—Revelation 


and Inspiration. 
The second part of the book, on the 


| subject of evangelism, has a psychologi- 


cal division and a doctrinal division. The 
first of these deals with the place of the 
reason, the emotions and the will in 
evangelism. The author manifests a very 
sane and wholesome outlook in this area. 
The doctrine dealt with in this connec- 
tion is the Atonement, which is clearly 
and graciously presented. Mr. Stott posi- 
tively affirms that true evangelism must 
center in the Cross, not merely as an 
instrument of emotional appeal, but as 
the heart of the evangelistic message. 

The practical conclusion answers ob- 
jections to the appeal for immediate 
decision and the validity of sudden con- 
version. The author denies that the 
“leaks” are attributable to the usual, 
non-extravagant evangelistic method, 
but ascribes them to other human causes 
which are not eliminated by any method 
adopted. 

One great value of this little book is 
that it defines terms and clarifies issues. 
If one does not accept the author’s defi- 
nitions, he may not concur in his con- 
clusions. This reviewer believes that Mr. 
Stott has done a most commendable 
piece of work which should help the 
American fundamentalist as well as the 
British evangelical.—J. C. Macaulay

A GUIDE TO CHURCH BUILDING 
AND FUND RAISING, by Martin An- 
derson (Augsburg, Minneapolis. 120 
pages, $5.00) 

Here is a much needed book prepared 
for laymen as well as pastors and other 
church leaders. In a day of much church 
construction, this practical manual will 
offer many excellent suggestions—sug- 
gestions that will prevent many building 
mistakes, provided it is used during the 
period of initial planning. 

The author, a Lutheran clergyman, 
writes out of a background of experience, 
having participated in three building 
programs himself.

66 am writing this letter with tears,” a 

| young ministerial student confessed 
after listening to the re-broadcast of a 
session of the Mid-America Keswick 
Convention. “I have been disillusioned, 
discouraged, prayerless and powerless. 
When I turned on the radio an hour ago, 
the voice of God spoke to my condition. 
I found it as the speaker said, ‘the most 
bitter and most blessed moment in my 
life.’ ” 

Such a response is typical of the spir- 
jtual crises brought about in many lives 
as a result of the distinctive emphasis of 
Keswick. Keswick (pronounced Kez-zick) 
is the name of a little town in the beau- 
tiful lake country of northern England. 
There, since 1875, when the first conven- 
tion was held, thousands of Christians 
from all parts of the world gather during 
July for a week devoted to the deepen- 
ing of the spiritual life.

The very life of Jesus 
exalted is to be lived through the be- 
liever. This is what Hudson Taylor called, 
“the exchanged life.”

Here is one mother's agonizing 
personal experience, leading to an 


amazing ministry with exceptional children 


E sat in the living room of our home, 
We visitor from the Child Guidance 
Center and I. She was patient and 
kind, but only a mother can realize 
the stark agony of what she had to say. 
“Your son ... unable to do simple 
kindergarten work ... an exceptional 
child ... better off in special education 
classes ...” 

Swiftly my mind sped over the years 
to the night this first little son was born. 
I remembered the soft voice of the young 
student nurse, “Lie still, mother!” 

Mother! This was a strange new title 
for a girl just out of her teens. The won- 
der of the little new life entrusted to me 
had held me spellbound as I drifted off 
to sleep. 

But my happiness had been short lived. 
For some reason my child might not live. 
He was in an incubator on special for- 
mula with all the help modern medicine 
could provide, but— 

“Lord, thank you for my tiny baby,” I 
prayed. “If it’s Thy will for him to live, 
I will be a faithful Christian mother. If 
not, help me to trust Thee!” 

God had heard my prayer. After weeks 
of waiting our son had come home. Later

two more boys and a girl had joined our 
family group. All seemed well, and as 
they grew, the responsibility for their 
lives had brought my decision to dedi- 
cate my life to teaching children of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Life had been full and 
rich until now. My mind came back to 
the present. 

I murmured an apology to my visitor, 
but there was understanding in her eyes. 
She had been in other living rooms... 
talked with other mothers like me. Later, 
rising to leave, she took my hand, “There 
comes a time to all of us,” she said, “when 
we have to let go and let God.” 


+ Tuose first days were difficult. Sitting 
on the bench outside the counselor’s 
office with other mothers who faced the 
same problem helped some, but only the 
Lord could assuage the hopelessness and 
fear that seemed to defeat me. But He 
was leading. 

After tests and conferences it was con- 
cluded that my son’s brain had been 
damaged during the pre-natal stage or 
during birth. He would always need our 
care.

A staff of volunteers 
included ten teachers, five assistants and 
several teen-age girls who played the 
piano and guided in the handwork pe- 
riod. 


+ Topay if you visited us what would you 
see? A group of smiling children who love 
their week-day church. Action songs free 
stiffened muscles of cerebral-palsied and 
brain-damaged children. Stories of Jesus 
told with flannel-graph and film strip 
bring smiles to those from sight-saving 
classes. Bright pictures and coordinated 
handwork bring the village of Nazareth 
into reality for a small boy or girl. 


Do we feel that we are accomplishing 
something worthwhile? Yes, indeed. Af- 
ter a session on “Jesus Teaches Us to 
Pray,” one girl told us, ““‘We don’t have a 
Bible at home and we don’t go to church, 
but we say the Lord’s Prayer.” Another 
accepted Christ and made a public pro- 
fession at a Youth for Christ meeting. 
Her testimony at home has touched her 
father, brother and sisters. Though she 
often stumbles in her physical walk, her 
spiritual walk is sure and firm. 


What we are doing, I feel, needs to 


| be duplicated in thousands of counties 
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across the country. There are four mil- 
lion mentally retarded children in our 
nation. Public education has accepted 
this responsibility in many areas, but 
much has yet to be done. There are very 
few classes in Christian education di- 
rected specifically for the needs of these 
children. It is not an easy task, but 
a very rewarding one. It takes time, 
strength, energy and much patience. 
A women’s missionary group or an 
adult Sunday school could make this a 
field of service, reaching many homes 
whose members shun church because of 
fear of ridicule or embarrassment. There 
is a great mental strain in caring for a 
child who can never earn a living or per- 
form few of the tasks of a normal child. 
One city organized an Association for 
Retarded Children. A telethon on Moth- 
er’s Day raised $80,000 to establish a 
center for pre-school children and a 
sheltered workshop for children past the 
public school’s responsibility. Many in- 
terested business, industry and women’s 
groups worked to make this possible. 
Alert civic minded groups are coming 
to their aid, but as good as these move- 
ments are, they cannot meet the spiritual 
needs of such children. It is the respon- 
sibility of Christians to see that they 
have the opportunity to learn of Jesus 
Christ. Will they have the chance in 
your community? END

of Cheating

about a year ago on a well-known college 
campus, in which some of the undergrad- 
uates rose up in defense of cheating. 

They said: 1) a student who cheated 
was only showing his ability to come out 
on top in any given situation; 2) he was 
developing techniques that would stand 
him in good stead later on; 3) since 
cheating was part and parcel with most 
of adult life today, it was perfectly all 
right—as long as you got by! 


+ But suppose you do cheat. What are 
the benefits? What do you actually get in 
return? 

You get: l)an unfair advantage over 
other students who are traveling on their 
own merits; 2) a higher grade in the rec- 
ord books—though, it may be, only for a 
brief period; 3) a fleeting reputation for 
a higher degree of intelligence than you 
actually possess. 

And what about the cost of these du- 
bious advantages? It costs you: 1) the 
always present fear of discovery; 2) an 
increasing sense of guilt, and the gradual 
withdrawal from normal society; 3) 
eventual discovery, the disgrace associ- 
ated with it, and the loss of the respect 
of decent people, including that of your 
fellow students. 


+ Tuis is a big price to pay. But there’s 


an even higher price—the danger of be- 
ing drawn into other more vicious forms 
of wrongdoing. For no one can cheat 
without lying. No one can cheat without 
being a hypocrite. No one can cheat with- 
out being a thief. In fact, you can name 
any crime and the chances are that the 
perennial cheat will get into it sooner 
or later. 

What are we saying? Simply this, that 
apart from the simple adding up of losses 
or gains is a moral law that we cannot 
break without being broken ourselves. 

The Christian view of cheating is poles 
distant from the complacency that pre- 
vails so much today. The Christian be- 
lieves that the moral law is the highest 
law of the land. He believes that honesty 
is becoming to the child of God, that liv- 
ing in fellowship with his Lord is more 
important than making grades, and pre- 
serving his testimony is infinitely more 
satisfying than living a life of trickery 
and deceit. 

The Bible has a stern warning for all 
who are tempted to cheat. You can find 
it in Numbers 32:23: “Be sure your sin 
will find you out.” To His own God says 
(Ex. 20:15), “Thou shalt not steal,” then 
goes on to point out a far better way, 
expressed in Ephesians 4:24: “Put on the 
new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness.” END

The story of a Lebanese student's plunge 


into the Mediterranean 


and what happened afterward 


ow could I know when I went swim- 

ming that day that it would mean 

the end of one life and the begin- 

ning of another? Who would have 
thought that a simple act which I ,jhad 
done over and over again would light the 
fuse on an event that shattered my 
whole life and sent me into a new world? 
Here's how it happened. 

It was Thursday, June 16, 1949. I was 
20 and a student at the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut in Lebanon. The day be- 
fore the commencement exercises, when 
we were to receive certificates, I went 
with two friends to the Bain Militaire, a 
beautiful swimming spot on the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The water was shallow where I entered, 
but not realizing that, I dove—deep and 
hard. My head struck the bottom with a 
sickening thud. Barely conscious from 
the shock, I struggled vainly to return 
to the surface but couldn’t. I tried hold- 
ing my breath to keep from drowning, 
but even that was almost impossible. 

By the time the lifeguards reached me, 
I had swallowed great gulps of sea water. 
All they could do was carry me in and 
see if they could rid my lungs and stom- 
ach of water. Each time they turned me 
over I felt an agonizing pain at the bot- 
tom of my neck. I tried to cry out that 
my neck was broken, but no one under- 
stood. 

I thought an age passed before the 
ambulance came and they took me to the 
hospital and examined me. The doctors 
didn’t tell me at the time, but my spinal 
column was broken and my spinal cord 
damaged. The tragic news they broke to 
my father was: “We don’t expect your 
son to live until morning .. .” 

But in the morning I was still alive 
and for a week I struggled with death. 
A second week dragged on and then a 
month. I was still unable to move a 
finger. To my questions the doctors only 
answered, “Have patience . . . have pa- 
tience.” It was then that I realized I was 
going to lose all my vacation time. Re- 
luctantly, I put away my plans for the 
summer and began to think about school 
for the fall. 

But summer passed and fall came and 
there was no change. I couldn’t move a 
muscle, and I couldn’t feel a thing. Then 
I realized I was going to lose the school 
year also. But even then I didn’t give up. 
“I'll be back in school the following 
year,” I told myself. 


+ EVENTUALLY I was sent home from the 


hospital. Two months after I left the 
hospital, the doctor visited me for the 
first time, and that visit ended all my 
plans for the future. He examined me 
carefully and then gave me the hard 
facts. “You'll be the same the rest of 
your life. Surgery might restore some 
of the use of your hands, but you’ll never 
walk again.” 

How did I feel? I thought of all my 
plans, my hopes, my career. I thought of 
spending a lifetime leaning on others. 
How could I go on living? How could I 
make life useful? How could I ever be 
comfortable? 

“But what about all the others?” I 
finally asked myself. Hundreds of others 
had conquered handicaps and lived a 
worthwhile life. So I took heart. This 
became my motto for encouragement: “If 
life is worth living, then death deserves 
to be defied.” I still had some fight left 

Now, depending on my own powers, I 
began to search for ways of overcoming 
my handicap. But disappointment was a 
constant companion. Everything I tried 
failed, and I was desperate. I lost hope 

Five years I spent in that miserable 
condition, and many times I faced death 
But God spared me; He had a purpose 
in all of it. 


+ Dip I have any faith before the acci- 
dent? If I did, it was something like this 
There must be a first Cause. I agreed to 
call this first Cause, God. But, I thought 
after God had set up the universe, with 
its unwavering laws, and after He had 
created everything and given man a 
thoughtful mind to guide him on it, His 
work was completed. That was it. He 
was through. That was a pretty poor 
faith, wasn’t it? But it had one good 
quality—it was sincere. God knew this 
and in His great love did not let me go 
astray forever. He knew the best way to 
change my heart and my life and He did 

First, He separated me from the wide 
outer world and made me _ understané 
this one thing: the pleasures of this life 
were no more for me. I was forced t0 
find hope elsewhere. He brought me to 
brink of death many times, and I was 
forced to think of what is beyond the 
grave. After that, right in front of my 
eyes, He opened the way that led me to 
salvation. 

God sent one thing after another to 
direct my attention toward Him. Besides 
His own Book, He sent other helpful. 
spiritual books. But changing beliefs 
overnight is no simple matter. It took 
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a long time and much work to turn me |

+ I'LL never forget February, 1955. That 
month was a very blessed time in my 
life, a decisive interval in my personal 
history and a time of great change.

then that I needed Christ. My friends | 


had real joy, and they had power to 
overcome sin. Nothing but the truth 
could give a person such power and 
satisfaction. And so, if Christ could make 
these changes in a man’s heart, then 
He must really be “the Way, 
and the Life.” I had found what I was 
looking for for five and a half years. 
The first verse that spoke to my heart 
after that was Matthew 11:28: “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 
“Why should I wait?” I asked myself. 
I felt I needed help so badly, and that 
I could find no rest except in Christ. I

real “tie that binds.” You can work and 
play, sing and sip cokes with all the kids 
in class, but unless you and 
know Christ as Saviour, your social gath- 
erings will be nothing but chitchat. 

For one thing, your interests should be 
different from the non-Christian kids 
“What communion hath light with dark- 
ness?” (II Cor. 6:14). David, who knew 
what it was to travel with the best and 
the worst of the lot declared, “Blessed is 
the man that walketh not in the counsel 
of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful” (Ps. 1:1). 

Not only do we need the fellowship of 


other Christians, but they need us. We've 
been told to pray for one another, bear 
one another’s burdens and _ comfort 


one another. Down through the years 
Christians have found that the encour- 
agement of other believers is a very prac- 
tical help. This was true in Malachi’ 


day when “they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another” (Mal. 3:16) 
This wasn’t a church service. Regular 


worship in God’s house is necessary, Fut 
Malachi was talking about ordinary 
everyday Christian fellowship. 

The brotherhood of believers is more 
than a pious phrase. It is a powerful 
force and an unmeasurable resource. If 
we are a part of the body of Christ, we 
should mark well those in the same class 
and find our fellowship with them.

You were given parents to 
guide you through childhood and youth. 
It is altogether reasonable that they 
know where you go and what you do. It’s 
a shame when parents find out second- 
hand what’s going on in the lives of tneir 
own children. Too many children are 
krown and away from home before they 
appreciate their parents. 

Of course some moms and dads carry 
their parental prerogatives too far and 
horn in on their children, leaving them 
without an inch of privacy. This is un- 
fair. If this is your case, I suggest you 
it down with them and lay the facts on 
he table in a reasoned and dispassionate 
manner.

David, for example, 
recorded some interesting experiences in 
the Psalms. So did Moses and Jacob. 
Reading I Corinthians 13 aloud every 
now and then will be helpful also. 

For a final suggestion, why not just 
plain face it? Rules are here to stay. 
That’s the way life is made. Now and 
then they rub us the wrong way of 
course. The afternoon I was stopped by 
a state trooper for speeding, I didn’t feel 
much like praising the state speed laws. 
But when I got home and read about the 
nation’s rising traffic toll. I saw things 
differently. 

If some of the rules you live by seem 
too strict, sit down and talk them over 
with your pastor or parents. You may get 
a pleasanter reception than you expected. 


How can I know the Lord’s will for 
my life? I’ve been told that I should 
expect a certain feeling when I’m right, 
but I don’t have it. Will the Lord work 
things out so as to make it clear what 
He wants me to do? 

This is a thorny question. for some of | 
the sharpest Christians I know often 
speak of difficulty in determining pre- 
cisely what is and what isn’t the will 
of God. People who claim that finding 
God's will is as easy as pressing a button 
I fear are not being completely factual. 

Sometimes, it seems, the Lord chooses 
to hide His will behind a curtain. But 
many times—and this is what should 
encourage you—He unfolds it clearly and 
indelibly. He does it in answer to prayer, 
through the advice of friends and often | 
through what some people éall “conse- 


crated common sense”—the marshaling | 
of our highest powers of reason and | 
deliberation. 


When we find His will and set out 
to the best of our ability to carry it 
through, then comes that satisfying feel- 
ing. It’s a wonderful feeling that makes 
life truly worth living. I hope you have 
it often. G. H.

What Does the Bible Say ?

important subject. In our day, some 

Christians are campaigning vigorously 
for the re-union of all the various 
churches and denominations. At the 
same time, other Christians are equally 
earnest in maintaining church and de- 
nominational divisions. 

Together with this, we see individual 
churches frequently “splitting” apart be- 
cause of strife within their own ranks, 
and even when open division is avoided, 
cliques and factions spoil the fellowship. 
Young people are often puzzled by this. 

We cannot do better than follow our 
usual method of looking up simple Bible 
passages which deal with some pertinent 
question and ask ourselves, “What does 
the Bible say?” This month we will think 
especially of what the Bible says about 
the unity of Christians. Then next month 
we will consider what the Bible teaches 
to be valid reasons for divisions among 
God's children. 


(V": Bible study this month is on a most 


+ IF you have your Bible and notebook 
ready, it will do us good first of all to 
remind ourselves that unity is certainly 
God’s will for His people. Today we can 
easily drift into thinking that it doesn’t 
matter if Church A is known to be on 
bad terms with Church B. We can con- 
vince ourselves ‘(if we think at all about 
it) that God is not troubled if born- 
again Christians in a town are severed 
from fellowship with each other by de- 
nominational barriers and do not love 
each other as brethren. But are we right? 

We will begin with what is perhaps the 
best-known verse on Christian unity in 
the Bible, John 17:21. This is part of 
Christ’s prayer immediately before Geth- 
semane, His prayer for His disciples. 
Their unity seems to have been much in 
His mind. 

What does He ask that His disciples 
may be? What amazing comparison does 
He make? The disciples’ unity is to be 
as close as that between . .. whom? Can 
you imagine anything closer than that? 
Are the members of your own church as 
close to each other in fellowship as that? 
Or let’s make it personal: Are you as 
close as that to the other members of 


| your church? And to true Christians of 


other churches in your community? 
As a result of the unity of which the 
Lord speaks, what will the world do? 
Same verse. You see that the unity of 
is to be one of the biggest 
means of bringing others to Christ.

DIVISION ? 


We need to ask, though, what kind of 
unity the Lord Jesus meant. Did He 
mean that there must necessarily be a 
single organization? Let us look up some 


other Scriptures. The Bible has three 
supreme ways of presenting Christian 
unity. 


+ Tue first of these is to be found in 
I Corinthians 12:12, 13. You will see that 
it is a unity which already ezists! Yes 
this unity is already a reality between 
you and every other true Christian, 
whether you realize it or not. 

What illustration of the oneness of 
Christians does Paul use in verse 12? He 
refers to something that has many dif- 
ferent parts, and yet is completely united 
What is it? That is what the church is 
like in God’s sight. Christians are very 
different from each other, but they are 
linked together in the one_ church 
Christ’s “body.” 

In verse 13 we are told that all Chris- 
tians, without distinction, share this 
unity; four very different classes are 
mentioned. But find in the verse what 
it is they all possess—or rather, we 
should say Who it is they all possess! 
You see, every other Christian is your 
brother because he has the same Holy 
Spirit who dwells in you. 

The unity in this first presentation is 
therefore a unity in the Spirit. You will 
find it again in Ephesians 4:3, 4. Here 
the Scripture urges to maintain unity 
How many bodies of Christ are there and 
how many Holy Spirits? Verse 4. How 
many Gods? Verse 6. 

If this is so, and if neither Father, Son 
nor Holy Spirit can be divided up, should 
Christians allow themselves to be divided 
up into watertight compartments? How 
does verse 3 answer this? What must we 
endeavor to do? Clearly we must there- 
fore try to prevent divisions between 
Christians as far as possible, since in 
God’s sight they are united. God may 
plan to use you to be a peacemaker and 
to heal strife in your own fellowship! 


+ Turn to Philippians 1:27 for the sec- 
ond of the Bible’s great presentations of 
this. Paul desires to hear of them that 
they are standing fast in that one Spirit 
we were just thinking about. But he does 
not only desire that they shall stand to- 
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stand around looking at each other! No, 
their unity was not to be static, but ac- | 
tive. They had to have a unity of pur-| 
pose. See at the end of the verse what | 
it was they were striving to make known. | 

I heard just recently of a church that 
had had a split among its members. One | 
man there told me that for the whole 
period of the dissensions hardly a sin- | 
gle stranger had been brought into the | 
church to hear the gospel. Of course not! | 


Where there is division there is power-| | 


lessness. Notice in. the same verse how | 
many minds they needed to have if they 
were to witness effectively for the gospel. 
Is this true of your church and youth 
fellowship? Are you doing your part to 
make it come true? 

Would you like to see an actual illus- 
tration of how this works? Then turn to 
Acts 4:32, 33. What is said in verse 32 to 
be the attitude of heart of all the Chris- 
tians towards each other? What result 
followed from this? See verse 33. There 
you see a perfect example of Christians 
striving together for the faith of the Gos- 
pel, and what happens when they do. 
+ Now we come to the Bible’s third way 
of presenting Christian unity, and it is 
really the key to it all. You will find it 
in John 13:34, 35. What three words does 
Christ repeat twice in verse 34? Notice 
that this is a commandment; it is to be 
“standard equipment” for the Christian, 
not “optional at extra cost!” You will see 
the same words again in the next verse; 
write down also what that verse says the 
result will be. 

This is unity through love. Think of 
the fantastic mixture in those early 
churches of rich and poor, literate and 
illiterate, Jew and Gentile, slave and free, 
Roman and barbarian, young and old. 
How easy it would have been for the 
various racial groups or social groups to 
separate from the rest! Yet they stayed 
together and learned to love one an- 
other, and they turned the world upside 
down with their gospel. 

Pause for a moment and let your mind 
think of the Christians you know. These 
are the folks you must love. Some of them 
are different from you in age or social 
background or outlook, but they are your 
brothers and sisters in Christ. 

I said that next month we would be 
considering the fact that sometimes it | 
is necessary to divide from some of one’s | 
fellow Christians for the sake of the) 
truth. But even when this does happen, 
we must continue to love those from 
whom we have separated. 


* Pur these tests to yourself: Am I in- 
terested in all my fellow-Christians or 
do I belong to a clique? Am I striving 
for the gospel in some united way with 
my fellow Christians? Do I love the other 
members of my church in a really Chris- 
tian way? END 
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
